Salyers'trial 
under way

The prosecution and the defense in the Da¬ 
vid Salyers’ complicity to commit murder trial 
compared the case to putting a puzzle together. 
However, the two sides 
presented decidedly 
different pieces to com¬ 
plete that puzzle. 

With a juiy seated 
on Monday in Green 
County Circuit Court, 

Prosecutor Shawna 
Virgin Kincer began 
outlining the state’s 
case in seeking to con¬ 
vince jurors that David 
Salyers, charged with 
driving Bobby Rigdon to Tarter Pallet Mill on 
Sept. 26,2012 to shoot Gleason Pyles, orches¬ 
trated events when Rigdon shot Pyles over an 
alleged debt on a motorcycle and because of 
the way Pyles tried to leave the Iron Horsemen 
Motorcycle club, of which, he, and Rigdon are 
members. 

Kincer, in her opening statement Tuesday 
morning, said that the debt over a motorcycle 
and Pyles wanting to leave the club were not 
reasons to die. 

“He didn’t deserve to die,” Kincer said. 

Kincer, using a large screen TV, began 
putting the puzzle pieces together, including 
establishing a timeline showing that Salyers 
was the president of a local chapter of the Iron 
Horsemen, a club which Kincer said was “1

AFRAID TO SERVE: 

Jurors felt 
threatened in 
Salyers'case

Jurors called to serve in a high profile mur¬ 
der trial that was scheduled to begin on Jan. 7 
said the sheer number of Kentucky State Po¬ 
lice officers in the Casey County Judicial Cen¬ 
ter and mmors surrounding the defendant’s in¬ 
volvement with a motorcycle club made them 
fear for their lives. 

However, before jury selection began, 
Casey Circuit Judge Judy D. Vance granted 
a change of venue that moved David Salyers’ 
trial to Green County. 

Salyers, charged with complicity to commit 
murder, is accused of driving William “Bob¬ 
by” Rigdon to Dunnville on the night of Sept. 
26, 2012 to gun down Gleason Pyles, who 
worked as a maintenance man at Tarter Gate. 

Prosecutor Shawna Virgin Kincer filed the 
last-minute motion on Jan. 6 seeking a change 
of venue based on fears that jurors were in¬ 
timidated by the presence of motorcycle gang 
members during the jury selection process. 

Virgin Kincer’s motion stated that Ricky 
Salyers, David’s brother and also a member of 
the Iron Horsemen, was in the jury pool and 
came to juiy orientation on Jan. 2 wearing Iron 
Horsemen clothing in front of potential jurors. 
Ricky was later disqualified because he’s a 
convicted felon, said Casey County Circuit 
Court Clerk Craig Overstreet. 

In addition, the motion indicates that Derek 
Salyers, David’s son, picked up a copy of the 
juror’s list on Jan. 3 just before 4 p.m., when

Casey County school district facing $1.35 million in cuts

The Casey County School 
Board discussed the draft budget 
for fiscal year 2015 at its regular 
meeting Monday and it’s appar¬ 
ent that changes need to be made 
if the district wants to stay in the 
black. Manager of District-Wide 
Services Deena Randolph reported 
to the board that for the first time in 
17 years she was unable to balance 
the budget for 2015. 

“I didn’t make the budget bal¬ 
ance this time. I’ve done 17 draft 
budgets and this is the first year I 
couldn’t make it balance,” Ran¬ 
dolph said. “Last year I made it 
balance. I took money out of the 
committed funds, but I can’t do 
that another year. You all have got 
to make decisions. I don’t make 
policy - you do.” 

Randolph said the draft budget 
is a statutory requirement that forc¬ 
es the district to look ahead to next 
year’s revenues and expenditures. 

“Revenue is down $1.3 million,

payroll is up $65,000, and other ex¬ 
penses are up $75,000,” she said. 

Also, projected enrollment is 
down 58 students from Dec. 9, 
2013, leaving enrollment for 2015 
at 2,153. There is a large decline 
in seventh graders and kindergar¬ 
teners which is projected to cut 
staff - possibly three at the middle 
school and there is expected to be 
fewer kindergarten aids due to the 
decline. 


The draft budget includes large 
expenditures, such as $200,000 
for capital maintenance needed at 
the high school and middle school, 
$20,000 for dmg testing, $55,000 
for school nurses, $10,000 at each 
of the elementaries for textbooks, 
and $5,000 to the high school, 
middle school, and vocational 
school for textbooks. 

Randolph said that there are a lot 
of unknowns in the budget espe¬ 
cially regarding funding and grants, 
which leads to several assumptions 
having to be made. However, Ran¬ 
dolph said that there are problems 
that need to be addressed. 

“I just want to point out again, 
I’ve been saying this for four years 
now, we’ve got to do something 
or we’re headed to a deficit pretty 
quick,” Randolph said. 

Randolph said that 80 percent of 
the budget goes to staffing and that 
the district needs to stop spending 
$1.3 million more than they take 
in, especially with the loss of rev¬ 
enue and expenditures staying flat

Anyone who knows Harold 
“Chubby” Baird knows that he’s 
a man who, in his younger years, 
liked to own and drive fast cars. 
Really fast cars, cars that would 
hit 120 mph or more. 

And that’s why, in the fall 
of 1968, Baird ordered a 1969 
Chevrolet Corvette convertible 
that was built for one thing — 
drag racing. 

“I always was into racing cars 
and I had a 1968 Corvette and 
sold it. I ordered this one new 
and they only made 216 of them, 
with aluminum heads and a rac¬ 
ing suspension. All it was made 
for was for the drag strip,” Baird 
said, adding the car had no ra¬ 
dio, heater, or air conditioner. 

Car's journey 

But what’s truly remarkable 
about the car is the story of its 
voyage since Baird ordered it. 

“I brought that car into the 


world but I never took delivery 
on it,” Baird said. 

Ordered from Stafford and 
Cannon Chevrolet in Liberty, 
Baird grew impatient after wait¬ 
ing six months for delivery of 
the Corvette and chose a differ¬ 
ent car. 

“I got a new 1969 Camaro 
and a racing Anglia, a little Eng¬ 
lish car with a big motor,” Baird 
said. 

Three months later, the Cor¬ 
vette arrived in Liberty and 
Baird got to see it on the back 
of a truck as it made its way to 
Tennessee and a new owner. 

The 1969 blue with a black 
top L88 Corvette, sporting a 427 
horsepower engine, was origi¬ 


nally priced at $7,795, said Joe 
Cheeks, who co-owns the car 
with David Love in Three-Way, 
Tenn., just outside Jackson, in 
west-central Tennessee. 

“That was sticker price. 
Chubby probably paid in the up¬ 
per $6,000 range,” Cheeks said. 

Cold storage 

Cheeks and Love purchased 
the car in 1987 and promptly 
put it in storage until February 
2012 when it was delivered to 
Roger Gibson, who performs 
high-dollar muscle car restora¬ 
tions. 

Making extensive use of new- 
old-stock parts, Gibson turned

Mayor, Apple Festival Committee air differences

Based on a grievance aimed 
at the Apple Festival Com¬ 
mittee in a recent Liberty City 
Council meeting, members of 
the AFC appeared before the 
council on Jan. 8 to discuss 
these issues. 

Mayor Steve Sweeney had 
previously accused the AFC 
of being uncooperative con¬ 
cerning the city using some of 
the AFC downtown electrical 


outlets for the Christmas cel¬ 
ebration. 

AFC member Tammy 
Coppage told councilmen 
that it’s not cost effective for 
the AFC to leave its meters on 
year-round. 

The AFC spent around 
$9,000 having 23 meters in¬ 
stalled in the downtown area 
and when the Apple Festival 
is over, the meters are turned 
off, which saves the AFC 
about $8,000 a year, Coppage 
said in a recent interview. 


Sweeney repeated the 
complaint that he raised in the 
Dec. 11 council meeting. 

“The issue I have is I re¬ 
ceived calls, multiple calls, 
concerning complaints about 
AFC members saying that it’s 
unfair the city gets their lights 
paid for their Christmas deco¬ 
rations and we (the city) don’t 
have to be metered but you 
do,” Sweeney said. 

Discussion then centered 
on a conversation that an AFC 
member had with Chamber 


Director Blaine Staat about 
the possibility of the city us¬ 
ing the AFC meters. 

Sweeney maintains that an 
AFC member suggested to 
Staat that the city find its own 
electrical outlets, an accusa¬ 
tion which Hair denied. 

Staat was told the AFC 
would work with him on 
turning the electric meters on, 
with the city paying $25 per 
meter and whatever electric¬ 
ity was used during the cel¬ 
ebration. 


“Blaine told us we don’t 
need your electricity. That 
was his blanket statement so 
we didn’t do anything else 
about it,” Hair said. 

Sweeney said it “grates” 
on him to hear AFC mem¬ 
bers complain about the city 
getting a small benefit in not 
paying for the electricity it 
uses during the Christmas 
Celebration. 

“Why complain about it? It 
may not make you happy that

And that brings me to 
the subject of Bobby Pe- 
trino being hired (again) 
as the head football coach 
at the University of Louis¬ 
ville. 

While some may think 
that U of L has lost its 
mind, others want to give 
Petrino 70 times seven for¬ 
giveness. Jesus did believe 
in grace and the second 
mile, didn’t he? 

A look at Petrino’s his¬ 
tory suggests that the 490 
forgiveness principle is 
in the foreseeable future. 
Consider that since 1997, 
Petrino has held eight 
different positions in the 
college and professional 
football ranks, both as an 
assistant and as a head 



coach. 

While that’s not unusu¬ 
al, it’s the circumstances 
of Petrino saying one thing 
while doing another. 

For example, as U of L’s 
head football coach from 
December 2002 to January

home, interviewed with 
Auburn, LSU, the Oak¬ 
land Raiders and Atlanta 
Falcons, where he landed 
after leaving Louisville in 
2007. 

In Atlanta, he lasted just 
under a year, 13 games, 
and resigned by leav¬ 
ing his players a 78-word 
statement on their lockers. 

He leaves Atlanta to take 
the University of Arkansas 
head coaching position 
and lasts four seasons, and 
is fired after admitting to 
an extra-marital affair with 
a female assistant. 

After a year away from 
football, he takes the head 
coaching job at West¬ 
ern Kentucky University 
where he lasts one season 
before taking the Louis¬ 


ville job and convincing 
U of L officials that he’s a 
changed man. 

Is it any reason skeptics 
raised an eyebrow at hear¬ 
ing Petrino says he wants 
to finish his career at Lou¬ 
isville. Will a $10 million 
buyout clause finally con¬ 
vince him to stay at Lou¬ 
isville? 

Only time will tell but 
that brings us back to cast¬ 
ing stones. 

As Christians, the Petri- 
nos of the world test our 
Christian mettle in the for¬ 
giveness category. But for¬ 
give we must, as we for¬ 
give others and ourselves. 

Let’s hope the best for 
Petrino as he begins yet 
another chapter in his life. 

While it’s true that we 
aren’t without sin and 
shouldn’t cast stones, let’s 
hope that Bobby Petrino 
has finally decided to be 
less of a target when it 
comes to living his life.

British author and phi¬ 
losopher C.S. Lewis once 
observed, “Everyone 
thinks forgiveness is a 
lovely idea until he has 
something to forgive.” 

I thought of Lewis’ state¬ 
ment after the University 
of Louisville hired Bobby 
Petrino as their head foot¬ 
ball coach for the second 
time. Not being a Cardinal 
fan, forgiving the coach 
for his past mistakes was 
easy for me. 

But if I loved the Lou¬ 
isville football program 
like some of my friends 
do, and if I believed Pe¬ 
trino had disrespected and 
tarnished it by trolling for 
other jobs during his four 
year tenure there, or had I 
been a part of the Atlanta 
Falcons organization when 
Petrino abandoned its ship, 
or if I’d been on staff at 
the University of Arkansas 
when he was fired for mis¬ 
conduct, or were I a part of 
his family — forgiveness 
might be a treacherous 
mountain to climb. 

The larger the wound 
the more painful is the act 
of forgiving. 

Of course, many Lou¬ 
isville fans have excused 
Petrino and are anxious 
to give the coach another 
chance.

Petrino’s wife has al¬ 
ready done that. She was 
the one who helped con¬ 
vince Louisville’s Athletic 
Director, Tom Jurich, that 
Bobby is a different man 
now. 

Forgiveness may not al¬ 
ways be easy, but it is pos¬ 
sible. 

To be sure, forgiveness 
is not the same as amnesia. 
Pretending nothing hap¬ 
pened might simply be an 
escape mechanism for not 
confronting an unpleasant 
situation and can enable 
the perpetrator to engage 
in more harmful behavior. 

Neither does forgiveness 
erase the consequences 
of bad choices. Forgiving 
a cheating spouse, for in¬ 
stance, doesn’t mean his/ 
her behavior was okay 
or that present actions 
shouldn’t be monitored in 
ways they weren’t before. 

The school of another 
chance does not automati¬ 
cally graduate its students 
in four years. 

A change of behavior 
proven over a period of 


time is the only true proof 
of a genuinely transformed 
life. 

Apparently Jurich is con¬ 
vinced his new head coach 
has turned the corner from 
selfish ambition. Whatever 
happens, the lives of many 
people will be affected for 
good or ill. At this point, 
Petrino has done what he 
can to make amends. Be¬ 
fore asking fans to forgive 
him for leaving them in 
the first place, he con¬ 
fessed wrongdoing, “both 
personally and profession¬ 
ally,” and vowed he would 
not repeat past failures. 

Then Petrino openly ac¬ 
knowledged that his words 
alone are not enough to 
prove that he is a new man, 
that his actions matter and 
that time is necessary to 
prove his integrity or lack 
thereof. 

For now, it’s time to take 
the coach at his word. Give 
him the opportunity to re¬ 
place his faults with good 
actions. It is our all too hu¬ 
man tendency is to replay 
over and over the negative 
game film of other peo¬ 
ple’s faults while ignoring 
the positive contributions 
they make as the result of 
a redirected lifestyle. 

Fred Snodgrass was 
center fielder for the New 


York Giants when they 
played in the 1912 World 
Series. In the 10th inning 
of the deciding game, he 
dropped a routine fly ball 
that put the tying run on 
second base. Even though 
Snodgrass made a spectac¬ 
ular catch the next play, the 
Red Sox went on to win the 
game and the series. When 
Snodgrass died in 1974, 
the New York Times head¬ 
line for Snodgrass’ death 
read: “Fred Snodgras, 86, 
Dead/Ballplayer Muffed 
Fly in 1912.” Even though 
he had made an outstand¬ 
ing catch after his error, 
and although he had been a 
successful banker, a ranch¬ 
er, the mayor of Oxnard, 
California, and had raised 
a fine family, the headline 
underscored that dropped 
fly ball 62 years before. 

Granted, Petrino’s mis¬ 
takes exceed a dropped fly 
ball. But he is and will be 
a reminder that we usually 
have no problem remem¬ 
bering other people’s mis¬ 
steps. Forgiving those who 
have hurt us — well, that 
is another matter. 

But the school of anoth¬ 
er chance is still a lovely 
idea. Enrollment is pain¬ 
ful, but the program is 
nonetheless, an avenue to 
healing.

The kynect program is 
supposed to be a healthcare 
connection that makes it 
easy for individuals or small 
businesses to find the cov¬ 
erage that is right for them. 
However, as Casey Coun¬ 
tians are finding out, the 
program has some compli¬ 
cations, both with the Web 
site and the phone service. 

Frustrating process 

Jennifer Collins, direc¬ 
tor of the Central Kentucky 
AG/EXPO Center, said she 
attempted to help a younger 
family member get a health 
insurance quote through 
kynect, but found the task 
nothing short of frustrating. 

“No one could answer 
basic questions. I’m so ag¬ 
gravated,” Collins said. 

Collins said that the first 
step in the process is to 
fill out an online applica¬ 
tion which consists of five 
to six forms. After going 
through two email verifica¬ 
tions, consisting of the same 
questions repeated several 
times, Collins then had to go 
through a verification of the 
individual’s identity which 
is based on an Experian 
credit report. 

“Why does the govern¬ 
ment need Experian to ver¬ 
ify my identification?” Col¬ 
lins said. “Why is a credit 
report being used when they 
have my Social Security 
number?” 

Due to the age of her fam¬ 
ily member, the individual 
didn’t have an established 


credit report and therefore 
Experian was unable to ver¬ 
ify the identification, Col¬ 
lins said. 

She was then directed 
to call Experian and after 
answering more questions, 
they were still unable to 
make the verification and 
gave Collins another num¬ 
ber to call. 

Collins called that num¬ 
ber and was given yet an¬ 
other number. She called 
the kynect number and after 
going through four automat¬ 
ed messages, and what was 
supposed to be a 15-minute 
wait, turned into a 45-min¬ 
ute wait. 

When Collins finally 
spoke with a kynect repre¬ 
sentative, they informed her 
to restart the application pro¬ 
cess and were absolutely no 
help whatsoever, she said. 

Collins also complained 
that there are several tiers of 
coverage and the Web site 
fails to adequately explain 
the differences in coverage. 

Collins considers herself 
computer literate and a fair¬ 
ly intelligent individual. 

“ft shouldn’t be this hard.” 
Collins said. “It’s a great 
idea in theory, but so far in 
practice it’s not working.” 

Help available 

The tiers of coverage 
that Collins was referring 


to is the division of health 
plans based on four metal 
categories - bronze, silver, 
gold, and platinum. The dif¬ 
ference is the percentage of 
medical expenses that each 
plan will cover and the cost 
for each. 

The kynect program has 
been trying to put knowl¬ 
edgeable people in con¬ 
tact with the public to help 
them sign up for insurance. 
This has been accomplished 
through kynect trained in¬ 
surance agents and kynec- 
tors. 

Kynectors travel across 
the state helping people en¬ 
roll in kynect face-to-face 
and usually work in con¬ 
junction with community 
action agencies. 

Kynector John Carter has 
visited Casey County on 
several occasions and works 
for the Lake Cumberland 
Community Action Agency. 

The LCCAA received the 
kynect grant for the area and 
serves 10 counties. Carter 
was trained about the kynect 
program and can help peo¬ 
ple enroll. 

“It’s strictly what the in¬ 
dividual wants,” Carter said 
to a small group at the in¬ 
teragency meeting held on 
Friday at the Casey County 
Extension Office. 

Carter said there are nu¬ 
merous insurance compa¬ 


nies that offer different co¬ 
payments, premium costs, 
and deductibles that the in¬ 
dividual can use to narrow 
the search. 

The person will be pre¬ 
sented with three insurance 
options based on the criteria 
the person selected and they 
will be able to choose one of 
those options. 

Carter said that in Ken¬ 
tucky any children living in 
the home must have dental 
coverage, but eye coverage 
is also provided through the 
insurance policies if the in¬ 
dividual chooses. 

An estimated 3,000 Ken¬ 
tuckians enroll in kynect in a 
given day and it’s estimated 
that in one month LCCAA 
had signed up 300 people, 
Carter said. 

“The only hang-up we’ve 
come across is with for¬ 
merly incarcerated people,” 
Carter said. 

Those individuals re¬ 
cently released from jail or 
prison have to show proof in 
the form of documentation 
stating that they are no lon¬ 
ger incarcerated. Therefore, 
these people need to get an 
incarceration discharge re¬ 
cord and make it available 
when enrolling in kynect. 

Be prepared 

Two more kynectors will 
be enrolling people at the 
Casey County Hospital to¬ 


day (Jan. 15). 

Carter said when people 
come to enroll they need 
the following items — a 
picture identification such 
as a drivers license, proof 
that they’re a resident of the 
state of Kentucky, and proof 
that they’re a U.S citizen. It 
also may be useful to bring 
a pay stub or some other 
document that proves the 
individual’s income. 

The premium is largely 
based on the number of 
people who reside in a home 
and the income. 

Jill Midkiff, the director 
of communications for the 
Cabinet of Health and Fam¬ 
ily Services, said that there 
are several tools and differ¬ 
ent avenues that people can 
use to enroll in kynect. 

“The Web site is one tool 
for people to apply. The call 
center and kynectors are 
another avenue. People can 
also send in a paper applica¬ 
tion. Also, there are a large 
number of certified insur¬ 
ance agents that can help. 
We’ve tried to provide many 
different avenues for people 
to choose from,” Midkiff 
said. 

As far as the complica¬ 
tions are concerned, Mid¬ 
kiff said that the technology 
department has corrected 
issues that have been identi¬ 
fied in the system. However, 
Midkiff said she is not sur¬ 
prised that there have been 
some problems. 

“Certainly I wouldn’t say 
there’s been no issues. In¬ 
dividuals have experienced 
problems,” Midkiff said. 
“We’ve been extremely 
pleased. It’s an extremely 


large system that has been 
put together is a short pe¬ 
riod of time. The system in 
general seems pretty sim¬ 
ple, but everything behind 
the scenes is complex and 
there will be issues. At last 
count 134,000 people have 
enrolled in kynect.” 

As far as the call center, 
some aggravation for en- 
rollees stems from the call 
volume overwhelming the 
number of available phone 
lines, causing long waiting 
times. 

“We have 150 lines at the 
call center and at any time 
we can have 5,000 people 
calling. That makes it dif¬ 
ficult to manage the calls,” 
Midkiff said. 

Midkiff said that there are 
basic fact sheets available 
online and people may want 
to check out the kynect face- 
book page for more informa¬ 
tion. She encourages people 
to seek different avenues 
to see what works best for 
them whether it be online, 
paper application, insurance 
agents, kynectors, or the call 
centers. It’s estimated that 
in 2013 there were 640,000 
uninsured Kentuckians, or 
14.9 percent of the states 
population, according to the 
Kentucky governors Web 
site. Open enrollment ends 
March 31.

While spending cuts have 
to be made, it’s unclear what 
areas would be cut. Superin¬ 
tendent Marion Sowders said 
that special education is going 
to have to be addressed. 

“When we look at cuts let’s 
try and look at cuts that would 
impact our students the least,” 
Sowders said. “Special edu¬ 
cation needs to be brought 
back under control. That’s a 
huge piece of our problem 
that’s coming out of the gen¬ 
eral fund.” 

Sowders said that the 
district needed to pay close 
attention to grants that are 
available, especially those 
that would pay teachers’ sala¬ 
ries, or part of their salaries, 
so that money wouldn’t have 
to come out of the general 
fund. 

“We’re overstaffed in the 
special education department, 
instructional aids, speech - 
among other areas,” Sowders 
said. “It’s not popular, it’s not 
what I want, but we have a 
responsibility to balance the 
budget.” 

After compiling the num¬ 
bers, Randolph said that rev¬ 
enues are down $1.3 million 
and are at $19,075,400. 


The expenditures budget 
starts out at more than $20 
million and this number has 
to match the revenues budget 
in order to balance, said Ran¬ 
dolph. 

Randolph and Sowders 
have cut $595,000, but still 
have to cut $759,000 in order 
to get a balanced budget. 

In other action: 

■ The Casey County 
Schools nutrition and physical 
activity report card was pre¬ 
sented to the board by Teresa 
Terry, Food Service Director 
for the Casey County School 
District. A total of 325,919 
school lunches were served. 
There were 1,495 students 
receiving free meals and 189 
students got reduced meals. 
The total amount of federal re¬ 
imbursement was $ 1,039,065 
and the total cost of the used 
food was $660,487. 

According to the report, 
all Casey County elementary 
school students have 150 min¬ 
utes per week of organized 
physical activity. Middle and 
high school schedules are 
typical for the age group. 

The one problem noted in 
the report card is the sodium 
intake by students in Casey 
County, said Terry. 

Board members are going 


to consider free meals district 
wide, but are currently going 
to look into the program be¬ 
fore bringing it to the board. 

■ Casey County Clerk 
Casey Davis spoke with the 
board regarding the school 
district boundaries. School 
districts are determined by 
population, while voting dis¬ 
tricts are according to regis¬ 
tered voters, but Davis said 
that the two numbers are 
close. Also, the school dis¬ 
tricts have to be within 10 
percent of the population. 

Davis said this should have 
been done in 2011, but the 
legislation wasn’t done until 
Oct. 2013. However, with 
elections in November the 
school districts need to be 
drawn fairly soon. 

“We want people to know 
who they’re voting for,” Da¬ 
vis said. 

The board said they would 
set a time so that they could 
meet and discuss the districts. 
Davis offered to help in any 
way and said he would pro¬ 
vide the board census maps 
of the county that should as¬ 
sist them in drawing up the 
school districts. 

■ Three school calendars 
were presented for consid¬ 
eration. The first option is 
unique and calls for early

the car into a showroom 
masterpiece, Cheeks said. 

“Roger took 5,100 hours 
over a 19-month period to 
restore the car at a cost of 
$242,000,” Cheeks said, 
declining to say how much 
he and Love paid for the 
car in 1987.

“It should bring between

That’ll put the true identity 
on the car,” Baird said. 

Additionally, the “tank 
sticker,” — a piece of paper 


glued to the top of the gas 
tank with the car’s specifi¬ 
cations — was recovered 
from the car. 

Still, for Baird, he has no 
second thoughts about not 
waiting on the car in 1969. 


“I don’t regret not tak¬ 
ing it. I wouldn’t have had 
it now anyway,” he said.

Savvy Senior: Age-friendly telephones help seniors stay in touch 


Dear Savvy Senior, 

Can you recommend 
some good age-friendly 
home telephones for elder¬ 
ly seniors? My 82-year-old 
mother has a difficult time 
hearing over the phone, 
and her vision and memo¬ 
ry isn’t so great either. 

Shopping Son 

Dear Shopping, 

There are literally doz¬ 
ens of different types and 
styles of age-friendly 
phones on the market to¬ 
day that can help seniors 
with a variety of challeng¬ 
es like hearing loss, low 
vision, memory problems 
and limited mobility. 

How to Choose 

To help you select a 
good age-friendly phone 
for your mom, you need 
to take into account her 
specific needs and wants 
because there are lots of 
options to choose from. 

For example, for seniors 
with hearing loss there are 
“amplified telephones,” 


both corded and cordless, 
that provide various levels 
of amplification usually 
ranging from 25 decibels 
(dB) up to around 55 dB, 
with some offering tone 
adjustments for high fre¬ 
quency hearing loss. Most 
amplified phones are also 
hearing aid compatible and 
come with extra loud ring¬ 
ers and bright ring flashers 
to indicate incoming calls. 

Most amplified phones 
also come with big but¬ 
tons and a lighted keypad 
that make them easier to 
see and easier to oper¬ 
ate for seniors with hand 
tremors or dexterity prob¬ 
lems. Some phones even 
offer “talk back” buttons 
that speak the number as 
you dial, and announce the 
number of incoming calls, 
which is great for people 
with low-vision. 

If remembering is a 
problem, you may want 
you consider a “photo 
phone” for your mom that 
lets you insert pictures of 
family members or friends 


over preprogrammed but¬ 
tons, so she can simply 
press the picture of the 
person she wants to call 
and they’re automatically 
dialed. 

“Emergency alert 

phones” are another op¬ 
tion to consider, especially 
for elderly seniors who 
live alone. These phones 
come with a neck pendant 
or wristband (SOS but¬ 
ton) that your mom would 
wear, so if she falls down 
and can’t get up, she can 
press it and the phone’s 
preprogrammed emergen¬ 
cy numbers will automati¬ 
cally be dialed. 

If mobility is an is¬ 
sue, there are “speaker 
phones” you can purchase 
that will let your mom ac¬ 
tivate the phone with her 
voice. And since telemar¬ 
keting fraud is so common 
among the elderly, many 
age-friendly phones have 
built in caller IDs so she 
can identify who fs calling 
before she picks up. Some

phones even offer outgo¬ 
ing speech amplification 
for seniors with weak, 
difficult-to-hear speaking 
voices.

Captioned Phones

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Deceased in Taylor 
murder-suicide identified 

Paul Dewayne Sprowles and Karyn 
Rae Meeks are dead after an apparent 
murder-suicide on Finley Ridge Road on 
Jan. 7, according to the Central Kentucky 
News-Journal. 

Taylor County Sheriff’s Office is in¬ 
vestigating the incident, which happened 
at about 11 a.m. 

According to Taylor County Sheriff 
Allen Newton, the incident is being in¬ 
vestigated as a homicide and suicide. 

Detectives and sheriff’s deputies were 
on the scene for about two hours collect¬ 
ing evidence and attempting to piece to¬ 
gether what happened. 

Campbellsville/Taylor County EMS 
personnel were on hand to take the man 
and woman after Taylor County Deputy 
Coroners Judy Dabney and A1 Hardy 
pronounced them dead at the scene. 

Dabney said the man and woman are 
being taken to Louisville for autopsies, 
which will be performed Wednesday. 

According to a Taylor County Sheriff’s 
Office report, at about 10:50 a.m., the 
sheriff’s office received a call from Rog¬ 
er Warren stating that Meeks, 39, who is 
previously from Virginia, had been shot 
with a crossbow and was bleeding se¬ 
verely. 

While in route to the scene, sheriff’s 
deputies were told that the perpetrator, 
Sprowles, had armed himself with a 
shotgun. 

At about 10:59 a.m., deputies arrived 
at the home at 4301 E. Finley Ridge 
Road and found Sprowles, 38, dead from 
what appeared to be a self-inflicted gun¬ 
shot wound. 

During the investigation, the report 
states, sheriff’s deputies determined that 
Meeks and Sprowles had been living to¬ 
gether and the incident stemmed from a 
domestic dispute. 

The investigation is continuing. 

Ambulance service denied 
certificate of need 

According to The Interior Journal , a 
judge has denied McKinney Ambulance 
Service’s application for a certificate that 
it needs to resume operating in Lincoln 
County. 

Administrative Law Judge Steven D. 
Davis’ ruling says McKinney’s board 
failed to present enough data showing 
a need for the ambulance service to re¬ 
open; left out details such as inventories 
and budgetary figures; and didn’t explain 
what it was doing to correct issues that 
caused the ambulance service to lose its 
operating license. 

McKinney Ambulance Service board 
chairman Jim Williams said the board 
has appealed for reconsideration, but a 
hearing date has not yet been scheduled. 

“They did decline it but we’re appeal¬ 
ing and that’s about all we can say right 
now,” Williams said. “I think that they 
was asking for some things that they 
wasn’t asking for on the original paper¬ 
work.” 

Davis’ ruling prevents McKinney for 
now from obtaining a “certificate of 
need,” which it must have before it can 
reopen as a Level I ground ambulance 
service. 

The ruling, which was published on 
the state Cabinet for Health and Family 
Services’ website, lists five criteria for 
earning a certificate of need that McKin¬ 
ney failed to meet: 

• McKinney failed to provide appro¬ 
priate proof that local legislative bodies 
were notified of the ambulance service’s 
application for a certificate of need; 

• McKinney “provides no supporting, 
tangible evidence” that another ambu¬ 
lance service is needed in Lincoln County 
in addition to those already in operation; 

• McKinney failed to document a 
strong enough relationship with the local 
“health system;” 

• McKinney did not document its ve¬ 
hicles, equipment or buildings via an 
inventory and hasn’t shown that it has 
funds available for initial or ongoing 
costs; and 

• McKinney “has not identified the 
basis for losing its license and has not 
documented the ability to overcome any 
deficiencies it may have in management 
or operations.” 

The ruling was issued Dec. 18 and Wil¬ 
liams said the McKinney board appealed 
for a hearing within a 15-day window 
following the ruling. 

Williams said he doesn’t know how 
long it will take the state to schedule a 
hearing, but the board is currently in the 
process of gathering the information Da¬ 
vis’ ruling says is missing. 

“We’ve got some of it but we’ve still 
got to get some more of it,” he said. 

Williams didn’t comment on any of the 
specific problems listed in the ruling, but 
said the board thought it had provided all 
the information requested when it sub¬ 
mitted its application. 

“We either misinterpreted the ques¬ 
tions or they didn’t ask them the way that 
nobody would know that’s what they 
wanted,” he said. 


If McKinney’s request for reconsidera¬ 
tion is also denied, it could appeal that 
ruling to the Franklin Circuit Court. If 
McKinney fails to earn a certificate of 
need from this process, it doesn’t pre¬ 
clude them from starting over and trying 
again with a new application. 

McKinney Ambulance Service has 
been out-of-operation since May, when it 
shut down unexpectedly and then lost its 
license to operate a few days later. 

Board members have blamed the clo¬ 
sure on the service’s former director, 
Stephen Wood, who they allege ordered 
staff to close the service without board 
permission. Board members have also 
said they believe Wood cost the service 
tens of thousands in unpaid bills by fail¬ 
ing to complete paperwork accurately. 

An audit of the ambulance service paid 
for by Lincoln County Fiscal Court re¬ 
vealed that the service outspent its rev¬ 
enues by more than $200,000 over the 
course of three years and was more than 
$30,000 in debt as of June 30. 

Planners discuss Rupp 
redesign at public meeting 

People care about the redesign of Rupp 
Arena. 

A lot. 

More than 8,000 people have taken an 
online survey about what University of 
Kentucky fans want in a refurbished Rupp 
since the fan survey launched on Jan. 2, ac¬ 
cording to the Lexington Herald-Leader. 

On Jan. 8, more than 60 people attended 
a public meeting to hear more about the 
preliminary designs for a newly redesigned 
Rupp Arena and convention center. They 
were also there to give their feedback in 
individual conversations with planners. 

Mayor Jim Gray told the group at the 
Hyatt Regency ballroom that the redesign 
was about more than only improving the 
fan experience. 

“It’s about pride,” Gray said. “It’s about 
staying competitive.” 

Gray said many of the 8,088 survey 
respondents wanted better, more-com¬ 
fortable seating in the upper decks, a bet¬ 
ter sound system and WiFi that actually 
works. 

Robert Mankin of NBBJ, the archi¬ 
tects who have been hired to spearhead 
the redesign with local architects EOP, 
gave people an overview of some of the 
changes. 

Rupp Arena will be “freed” from the cur¬ 
rent design so it can be seen. Currently, the 
arena can only be seen from High Street or 
the back of the complex. The convention 
center will be detached and moved to the 
Jefferson Street side of Rupp Arena. Tri¬ 
angle Park will act more as a “front door” 
into the arena, Mankin said. 

The large, two-tiered bowl of Rupp Are¬ 
na will remain largely the same, Mankin 
said. 

The upper deck will get chair-back seats, 
improved lighting and its own concessions 
and restrooms. Currently, people have to 
walk down a long, steep set of stairs to get 
to a bathroom, Mankin said. 

Bathrooms will be improved, and there 
will be more of them, Mankin said. Show¬ 
ing a picture of the current blue cinder- 
block restrooms in Rupp, Mankin noted, 
“It’s not hard to do better.” 

The overall number of seats will remain 
the same, but there will be hospitality or 
luxury boxes. However, planners are still 
working out exactly what those luxury 
seats will look like, said Jay Isaac, a con¬ 
sultant hired to help with the Rupp rede¬ 
sign. 

Many stadiums are moving away from 
boxes and luxury suites, Isaac and Manik 
said. 

“They want to sit with everyone else 
and still be part of the bowl experience,” 
Isaac said. “There are so many types of 
premium seating.” 

A new center scoreboard and a strip of 
lights around the center of the stadium will 
also enhance the fan experience, Manik 
said. There will be a new audio system and 
better WiFi, he added. 

The construction will take place in 
phases. Isaac said that UK will continue 
to play in Rupp during the construction. 

Grimes files to run 
for Senate 

Flanked by four former Democratic 
governors and four Democratic consti¬ 
tutional officers, Kentucky Secretary of 
State Alison Lundergan Grimes formally 
filed to run for U.S. Senate on Jan. 9, ac¬ 
cording to the Frankfort State Journal. 

Supporters, mostly Democratic state 
legislators, crowded the hallway out¬ 
side the small filing office as Gov. Steve 
Beshear and former governors Paul Pat¬ 
ton, Julian Carroll, Martha Layne Collins 
and John Y. Brown signed Grimes’ can¬ 
didacy papers. 

U.S. Rep. John Yarmuth, former U.S. 
Sen. Wendell Ford and former Gov. Br- 
ereton Jones also provided their signa¬ 
tures, but were absent Thursday. 

Attorney General Jack Conway, Au¬ 
ditor Adam Edelen and Treasurer Todd 
Hollenbach signed as well.

The Lady Rebels tacked on 
two more victories to their re¬ 
cord, one being a much need¬ 
ed district win, but they also 
suffered their third loss of the 
season. Casey triumphed over 
Somerset and Nelson Coun¬ 
ty before falling to Marion 
County on Monday night. 

vs. Somerset 

As the defending 47th 
District champions, the Lady 
Rebels (10-3, 3-1) were out 
for blood after losing to Som¬ 
erset in their first meeting. 
Somerset bested Casey in a 
close game, coming out on 
top, 67-64 on Dec. 17. Last 
Lriday Casey kept themselves 
in the running for the number 
one seed in the district when 
they defeated the Lady Briar 
Jumpers 62-50. 

“Once we took the lead, we 
didn’t look back,” said Coach 
Randy Salyers. 

Somerset (8-9, 3-1) had 
the definite edge in the first 
quarter as they pounced on 
the slower than usual Lady 
Rebels. The game started with 
Casey down 4-5 when Som¬ 
erset began dropping treys 
and pulled out a 10 point lead. 
Salyers called a timeout with 
3:37 left in the quarter to slow 
the momentum as the team 
trailed 16-6. 

“They hit four out of the 
first five threes (in the first 
quarter) and we were hoping 
they couldn’t shoot like that all 
night long,” Salyers said. 

Casey was able to cut the 
lead thanks to their own three- 
pointers in the final minute 
of the quarter. Junior Lakken 
Miller hit a trey followed by 
a last second shot by fellow 
junior Tiara Cochran to make 
the score 25-13. 

Somerset’s three-point 
magic was gone in the second 
quarter and despite maintain¬ 
ing a lead, Casey’s comeback 
was well underway. With a 


three from Miller to close the 
quarter, the score stood 33-28 
at halftime, Somerset leading. 

“Even being down five at 
half time I felt like momentum 
was on our side,” said Saly¬ 
ers. 

Less than halfway into the 
third quarter Casey saw the 
tables turn for the first time, 
going up by one, 34-33, a lead 
they held on to through the 
end of the quarter. 

The Lady Rebels’ strength 
and domination only grew in 
the final quarter as they put up

as many points as Somerset, 
outscoring them 22-11, and 
taking the victoiy, 62-50. 

Miller put up 24 points for 
the Lady Rebels while junior 
Christin Terry had a double¬ 
double with 14 points and ten 
rebounds.

Casey earned a close win

“Other than our first two 


ball games of the year, every¬ 
thing else (this season) has 
been a dog fight,” said Salyers. 
“We got down early a little bit 
and basically just kept chip¬ 
ping away and chipping away 
(on coming back).” 

Nelson pulled a three-point 
lead in the opening quarter, 
going up 13-10. While they 
did not take over the score- 
board by halftime, the Lady 
Rebels did hold the Lady 
Cards steady and still trailed 
by three, 26-23.

The Lady Knights did not 
want to give up a chance for a 
victoiy that easily, though, and 
fought off Casey in the final 
quarter to prevail 45-39. 

Terry led scoring with 13 
points, followed by Cochran 
who had 10. The two juniors 
had five and six rebounds re¬ 
spectively. 

The Lady Rebels will host 
the Lady Rockets of Rock¬ 
castle County (4-11, 0-3) Fri¬ 
day in a doubleheader with the 
Rebels. Casey beat Rock on 
Jan. 3,55-50. 

“Our intensity wasn’t what 
it needed to be,” Salyers said 
about the previous game. 
“The main thing we’re going 
to focus on is that we’re play¬ 
ing hard and our alertness.” 

Tip off is at 6:30 p.m. The 
team will travel to Wayne 
County on Saturday.

Their record may be 6-11, 
0-4, but the play of the Casey 
County boys’ basketball team 
continues to show improve¬ 
ment. 

The team took two losses 
last week: one to district foe 
Somerset and the other to 
regional opponent Danville. 
Both are teams they faced ear¬ 
lier this season. 

vs. Somerset 

Casey took its second loss 
to Somerset (8-9,3-3) last Fri¬ 
day night at the Briar Jumpers’ 
home court. The Rebels fell 
76-58. 

“We didn’t show up,” said 
Coach Maze Stallworth. “We 
weren’t ready to play.” 

Somerset jumped on the 
board from the start and quick¬ 
ly had a 6-0 lead. Casey had 
trouble connecting with the 
basket, as six of their 10 first 
quarter points came from the 
foul line rather than the field. 
Meanwhile, Somerset put up 
two treys in addition to a num¬ 
ber of two-point baskets. Their 
score was double Casey’s by 
the end of the first quarter, 20- 
10 . 

The Rebels began to wake 
up in the second quarter and 
the Briar Jumpers extended 
their lead only by one point. 
Casey nearly cut the lead to 
single digits when a three 
point play by freshman Jake 
Smith brought the score to 32- 
25 with less than a minute to 
play. Smith’s points, however, 
were followed by a Rebel 
foul in the final 10 seconds. 
Somerset drained their two 


shots from the foul line and a 
fast break steal just before the 
buzzer stretched Somerset’s 
lead to 36-25. 

Casey again saw their point 
efforts doubled by Somerset 
in the third quarter, being out- 
scored 24-12. 

The young team not give 
up, despite the 23-point score 
difference. Casey cut the gap 
to as little as nine points with 
a little under two minutes to 
play, but Somerset held steady 
with their free throw solid 
shooting in the final minutes 
and came out with a 17-point 
victoiy, 75-58. 

vs. Danville 

It was only three weeks 
prior that the Rebels took on 
the Danville Admirals (6-7, 
0-1) in a holiday tournament 
and were defeated 71-49, but 
last Saturday’s meeting with 
the 12th Region opponent saw 
Casey capture a lead with less 
than two minutes to play and 
only fall by five, 58-53. 

“We were a lot more physi¬ 
cal (than the previous meet¬ 
ing),” Stallworth said. “The 
guys were ready.” 

Perhaps some home court 
advantage, the Rebels came 
out of the gates, taking a five- 
point lead in the first quarter, 
16-11. Danville fought back 
and put a damper on Casey’s 
scoring in the second quarter 
and earned a three-point ad¬ 
vantage by half time, 23-20. 

The Rebels returned to 
briefly steal the lead in the 
opening minute of the second 
half after a basket from Tan¬ 
ner Davis was followed by 
two free throws from Smith. 
Unfortunately the series was 


followed by Casey turnovers 
and missed shots over their 
next several possessions. 

Shots from the field may 
not have been falling, but the 
Rebels managed to stay out 
of foul trouble, while draw¬ 
ing fouls from the Admirals. 
Made free throws kept the 
Rebels within striking dis¬ 
tance of Danville until Casey 
found its shot again. 

However, Danville’s shoot¬ 
ing was spot on, seeing three 
treys in the third quarter. 
Freshman Collin Miller cut 
the Admiral lead to only four 
just before the quarter ended 
with a three-point play that 
brought the score to 36-40. 

By two minutes into the 
final quarter Casey tied the 
ball game, and a basket from 
junior Jordan Brown gave the 
Rebels their first lead of the 
half, 43-41. Unfortunately, 
an immediate time out from 
Danville resulted in the Admi¬ 
rals regaining the advantage. 

Casey would lead once 
more, 49-48, with 2:07 to 
play, but two threes and a 
four-point play by Danville 
would see the Ads lead 55-51 
with a minute to go. They hit 
three out of four free throws to 
finish the game with a 58-53 
victoiy. 

“Down the stretch we didn’t 
execute like we were supposed 
to and that’s our youth show¬ 
ing again,” said Stallworth. 
“Hie guys want to play in their 
own way and sometimes they 
see it a different way (from 
me). They aren’t selfish, they 
just think they know (what’s 
best).” 

Tanner Davis led the team 
with a double-double, 10 
points and 12 rebounds. 


“(Davis) had a really good 
night and he needs to be in the 
game,” Stallworth said. 

Smith put up 12 points for 
the Rebels while Miller had 
11. Senior Baylen Hill was 
heavy on the boards with 10 
rebounds. 

The Rebels faced Whitley 
County last night (Tuesday). 
See next week’s paper for re¬ 
sults. They will host Rockcas¬ 
tle County at home on Friday 
in a double header with the 
Lady Rebels. It will the second 
face-off between the district 
teams. In their meeting only 


two weeks prior, Casey blew a 
19-point lead to fall by five in 
overtime to the Rockets. 

“We’ve got to keep our 
tempo up the whole game,” 
Stallworth said on how they 


could seal their first district 
victoiy of the season. 

Tip off for the home game 
is 7:30 p.m. The boys will 
then travel to Lynn Camp on 
Saturday.

ference between UT and 99 
percent of all the schools is the 
non-football side.

Additionally, the jury saw 
autopsy photos after he was 
shot three times \ a graz¬ 
ing wound to the back of his 
head, the bullet wound to his 
shoulder and the fatal shot to 
the back of the head. 

Kincer also established that 
Salyers called Tony Byrd, his 
brother-in-law, the night of 
the murder to make sure Pyl¬ 
es would be working alone 
at the pallet mill. Byrd was 
Pyles’ supervisor. 

The prosecution said it will 
also offer evidence that a cig¬ 
arette butt with Bobby Rig- 
don’s DNA on it was found at 
the scene of the crime. 

Kincer painted a picture 
of Rigdon chasing Pyles in 


the yard of the pallet mill and 
shooting him down in cold 
blood, saying that Pyles died 
instantly from the third gun¬ 
shot. 

“He never had a chance to 
get away,” she said. 

After the murder, Saly¬ 
ers’ truck was found burned 
in Taylor County and he re¬ 
ported it stolen the next day, 
a statement which detectives 
proved to be false. 

But ultimately, Kincer said 
it was Salyers who wanted to 
have Pyles killed. 

“This is a case about choic¬ 
es. In the end, David Salyers 
wanted Gleason Pyles dead 
and he chose the time, the 
place, the shooter and then 
tried to cover it up,” she said. 

Defense 

Defense attorney Jude 
Hagan wasted no time in put¬ 
ting together a completely 
different puzzle about David 
Salyers, 61, who in past hear¬ 
ings wore prison garb but was 
dressed in a white dress shirt 
for the first day of trial. 

“David Salyers is not guilty. 
The Commonwealth has no 
evidence that David Salyers 
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wanted Gleason Pyles dead,” 
Hagan said. 

Hagan said that Salyers 
was a hard working fam¬ 
ily man who went through 
eighth grade in Casey County 
at Garrett and Middleburg 
schools before dropping out 
to go to work. 

Salyers moved to Cin¬ 
cinnati where he worked at 
Barq’s Root Beer factory 
before returning to Taylor 
County where he purchased 
more than 170 acres of land 
and began hauling gates, first 
for Tarter Gate and then for 
Casey County Gate in Clem- 
entsville. 

Hagan denied that Salyers 
was a member of a notorious 
motorcycle gang chapter, but 
instead was a member of the 
Iron Horsemen Motorcycle 
Club, which Salyers restarted 
in the fall of 2010. Hagan 
said that the idea that the local 
chapter of the Iron Horsemen 
being a notorious motorcycle 
gang has been gblown be¬ 
yond proportion, h 

Further, Hagan said that 
Salyers and Pyles were 
friends who had had their dif¬ 
ferences in the past but had 
“mended their fences,” even 
to the point of Salyers being 
instrumental in Pyles getting 
the job at Tarter Pallet Mill. 


Hagan then pointed a fin¬ 
ger at Bobby Rigdon as the 
murderer and said that prior 
to 2012 Salyers had never 
met Rigdon, who worked 
briefly for Salyers before be¬ 
ing jailed in Taylor County on 
domestic violence charges. 

When Rigdon was bonded 
out of jail in July 2012 by 
Ricky Salyers, David’s broth¬ 
er, he again worked part time 
for Salyers. 

Hagan said that on the night 
of the murder, Salyers wanted 
to talk to Pyles about buying a 
motorcycle and had been try¬ 
ing to get in touch with him 
about the deal. 

When Salyers and Rig¬ 
don arrived at the pallet mill, 
Hagan said that Pyles wanted 
more profit on the motorcycle 
than previously discussed and 
then Pyles cursed Salyers. 

Hagan said that Rigdon, 
who tried to take up for Saly¬ 
ers, snapped after Pyles asked 
him, “What, are you now his 

b***tl7” 

Rigdon then chased Pyles 
and shot him, Hagan said. 

Hagan maintains that Saly¬ 
ers was in the wrong place at 
the wrong time and this would 
have never happened if Rig¬ 
don was not a “hothead.” 

Deliberations in the trial are 
expected to last two weeks.

the Casey County Circuit 
Clerk’s office closed. 

Derek, vice president of 
the Iron Horsemen chapter in 
which David serves as presi¬ 
dent, is under indictment in 
Taylor County on charges of 
tampering with evidence and 
hindering prosecution after 
he reportedly lied to officers 
about where his father was 
the night of the murder. 

According to court docu¬ 
ments, Salyers allegedly had 
a beef with Pyles over his 
wanting to quit the motor¬ 
cycle club in addition to hav¬ 
ing a $5,000 debt on a motor¬ 
cycle. 

Causes for fear 

Speaking on condition of 
anonymity, three jurors told 
The Casey County News 
that they didn’t want to serve 
on the jury because of pos¬ 
sible retaliation from the Iron 
Horsemen. 

“I heard they had my name 
with my information on it and 
that means they know where I 


live,” one juror said. “I feared 
for my life.” 

The reason for that fear 
came from mmors that began 
circulating on Jan. 4 that Der¬ 
ek Salyers had picked up the 
list from Overstreet’s office. 

Overstreet confirmed that 
his office received a call on 
Jan. 3 from Jude Hagan, Sa¬ 
lyers’ attorney, saying he was 
sending someone to pick up 
the list. 

However, Hagan never 
told Overstreet that he was 
sending Derek Salyers to pick 
up the list. 

While not public record, 
Kentucky law states that “the 
contents of juror qualification 
forms shall be made available 
to parties or their attorneys 
of record unless the court 
determines in any instance 
in the interest of justice that 
this information shall be kept 
confidential or its use limited 
in whole or in part.” 

The juror qualification 
form asks for names, ad¬ 
dresses, spouse’s name, em¬ 
ployment information, and 


the names of others living in 
the home. The reverse side of 
the form asks for the last four 
digits of the juror’s Social Se¬ 
curity number and telephone 
numbers. 

Attorneys are not given 
information from the reverse 
side when requesting copies 
of the forms. 

Additionally, at least one 
juror saw Ricky Salyers wear¬ 
ing Iron Horsemen clothing 
on Jan. 2 and later questioned 
why he was there. 

“I saw that man wearing 
that clothing and I wondered 
why they let him in there. The 
sheet they gave us said you 
couldn’t wear that,” the juror 
said, referring to a security 
order from Vance which pro¬ 
hibited jurors from wearing 
gang-related clothing in the 
judicial center. 

KSP 

When more than 200jurors 
reported for duty the morning 
of Jan. 7, they were greeted 
with KSP officers crowding 
the hallways, conducting se¬ 


curity scans. 

Several weeks ago, Vance 
had turned court security over 
to Kentucky State Police and 
officers from the Administra¬ 
tive Office of the Courts. 

Upwards of 30 officers 
— some with bomb-sniffing 
dogs — patrolled the inside 
as well as outlying areas of 
the judicial center. 

“When I walked through 
the door, I thought, ‘My gosh, 
there’s something bad going 
on here.’ I had heard through 
the grapevine that some of 
this gang might be there and it 
was scary. I would have done 
anything to have gotten off 
that jury,” another juror said. 

Still, for one juror, being 
released from the juiy last 
week was a blessing. 

“We were all scared to 
death and when they said 
‘Go,’ we went. I split those 
state police wide open to get 
out of there.” 

Jury selection began on 
Monday in Greensburg and 
the trial is scheduled to last 
two weeks.

the city gets that minuscule 
benefit, but we do and I don’t 
think it’s your right to com¬ 
plain about it,” Sweeney said, 
declining to name the people 
who said the AFC members 
were complaining. 

Sweeney said the city used 
outlets around the old Court¬ 
house for this year’s celebra¬ 


tion. 

Sweeney also said that the 
city doesn’t complain about 
the AFC getting free water 
each year. The city also didn’t 
raise an issue when the AFC 
hooked up multiple electrical 
outlets at the Veteran’s Wall 
area in 2012 without the city’s 
permission, he said. 

Hair brought the discussion 
back to the mayor’s accusa¬ 


tion that the AFC hasn’t been 
cooperative with the city. 

“The festival has always 
been accommodating. We’ve 
always done anything we’ve 
been asked to do for the city, 
for the schools, for anybody. 
And that’s what we want to 
continue to do,” Hair said.

Freda Garrett is not your 
typical 83-year-old wom¬ 
an. She can be found in the 
summer time digging up 
ginseng roots with a gun on 
her hip and can tell story af¬ 
ter story of the trouble she 
used to find herself in, as 
well as the trouble she used 
to cause. Garrett stands at 5 
feet and weighs 80 pounds, 
but has remained the same 
feisty and spirited woman 
that she was years ago. 

Packing heat 

While Garrett usually 
carries her gun to keep crit¬ 
ters in the woods at bay, she 
will protect herself. 

“I’ve killed rattlesnakes, 
black snakes... whatever 
I can kill that’s in the 
woods,” Garrett said. 

Garrett said that she can 
still handle the gun and that 
she can outshoot some of 
the local men. She learned 
to shoot by shooting wal¬ 
nuts out of a tree with a 
shotgun when she was 
younger. 

Garrett is also no strang¬ 
er to hard work. In her 
lifetime she has single- 
handedly tom down three 
two-story houses and dug 
two wells. She’s also a bit 
of a dare devil and has pi¬ 
loted an airplane. 

She said that as far as 
the homes are concerned, 
as soon as she gets the tops 
off the houses, she’s got it 
made from there on out. 

One time Garrett was 
tearing a home down by 
herself and a neighbor 
stopped and asked who was 
helping her. She looked 
around and responded to 
the man, “I don’t see any¬ 
body helping me” and con¬ 
tinued her work. 

The two wells she dug, 
also by herself, were ap¬ 
proximately 20-feet deep 
and six-feet in diameter. 
The wells were dug long 
ago to provide water for 
her house. 

She piloted a plane twice 
after a quick lesson from 
the pilot. Garrett, who flew 
the plane from Liberty to 
Dunnville and back twice, 
said she wasn’t sure how 
to work the plane, but she 
managed not to crash. 

Garrett has a list of inju¬ 
ries she has received over 
the years and is currently 
recovering from a broken 
foot. 

“I can’t hear, had plas¬ 
tic surgery, and all sorts of 
other surgeries. You name 
it, I’ve had it. I have been 
bit by dogs, have broken 
my foot twice, and been in 
four car accidents,” Garrett 
said. 

She said that none of the 
accidents were her fault 
and the worst accident was 
when a log tmck failed to 
have the logs tied down 
properly. The logs rolled 
off the tmck and landed 
on the vehicle Garrett was 
driving. 

Not afraid of anything 

Having faced these ob¬ 
stacles, flown a plane, and

killed off rattlesnakes, Gar¬ 
rett said she isn’t scared of 
anything. 

However, Garrett admits 
her age is catching up to 
her and making it difficult 
to do all the things she used 
to do. 

“I’m going to have to 
slow down,” Garrett said. 
“But I don’t want to.” 

She was married to her 
late husband, Kenneth Gar¬ 
rett, for 67 years and they 
had five children. 

“They worry about me 
all the time,” Garrett said 
of her children. “They fuss 
because I’m out in the yard, 
but I’m an outsider. I don’t 
like to work inside much.” 

Garrett has five grand¬ 
children, six great-grand¬ 
children, and seven great- 
great-grandchildren. 

Having outlived her five 
sisters, Garrett realizes that 
she is fortunate to still be 
here. 

“I’m lucky to have out¬ 
lived my family, but I’m 
here for a reason. I’ve done 
a lot of things I shouldn’t 
have done, but I own up 
to them. Now I read the 
Bible and try to live the 
best I know how to,” Gar¬ 
rett said. 

Come warmer weather 
Garrett will most likely be 
found outside digging for 
roots, raking the yard, or 
driving her four-wheeler 
up and down the old roads 


by her house. 

“I’m not ready to get old 
just yet,” Garrett said.
